The baby comes into the world 
with a brand new set of intestines, 
but they have never been tried 
o u t And within a few days after 
birth they have to digest and ab­ 
sorb enough energy to keep that 
hot little machine going on high. 
It is no wonder that this takes 
considerable adjustment in many 
instances. 
In seeking for causes we will 
not consider here the infectious 
diarrhoeas which are due to germs 
in the milk or food. Those are 
•imply due to supreme careless­ 
ness and a reminder of the dark 
ages. Aside from that there are 
four common causes of infantile 
intestinal upsets. 
Infantile Intestinal Upsets 
1. O verfeeding, or im proper 
feeding. 
This is the commonest form and 
the easiest to recognize and to 
correct It results usually from 
the natural affectionate desire of 
the mother to see the baby gets 
plenty to eat or to indulge it in 
some way. It responds quickly to 
a day or two of underfeeding, sim­ 
ply plenty of warm, sterile water 
if the sym ptom s are serious 
enough. 
The feeding of pectin 
•gar, or scraped apple is almost 
specific as a curative agent in 
most of these cases. 
2. Diarrhoea due to infection 
elsewhere—-tonsillitis, middle ear 
infection, bronchia* or any gen­ 
eral infection may touch off tha 
baby’s sensitive bowels with an 
explosive diarrhoea. Hera the log­ 
ical and natural treatm ent ta to 
go after the underlying cause. 
8. Mechanics! causes. These are 
rarer and more aerioua. They in­ 
clude all el the structural dis­ 


orders of the intestinal tract, such 
as congenital dilatation, coeliac 
disease and tuberculosis. The 
mother will finally recognize that 
something is fundamentally wrong 
because no amount of adjustment 
or fixing of the feedings serves to 
correct the condition. These cases 
are not for amateurs or home 
treatment. You need a doctor and 
a good one. 
Nutritional or Metabolic Causes 
4. There remains a group which 
can be called the nutritional or 
metabolic set of causes. They are 
fairly frequent, not necessarily 
serious but very troublesome. The 
great majority of infanta adjust 
themselves to a feeding existence 
with no trouble at all, considering 
what a revolutionary change it ii 
for the organism. Infant feeding 
has been brought to such a fine 
science that mothers can be given 
a simple and streamlined set of 
instructions which work like put­ 
ting gasoline in a new* Ford if you 
can remember back that far—to 
tha days of new Fords, I mean. 
But some infants have a diges­ 
tive system that is intolerant to 
starch and some that is intolerant 
to fat and some have intolerance 
to lots of things which is gener­ 
ally called allergy and let go at 
th a t Here the mother has to get 
down to work and take all aorta 
of pains. No streamlined instruc­ 
tions that avoid trouble for her 
are possible. The starch intolerant 
cases begin to show symptoms at 
about the third to the twelfth 
month. The fat intolerants a t one 
to eight months. Both kinds usu­ 
ally respond well to a high pro­ 
tein diet. 
But in all ca>es the 
mother must weigh the baby daily, 
study the stools for starch or fat 
indigestion and be ready to change 
the feeding formula in accordance 
with conditions

For the first time in the memory 
of local post office employe* the 
office is no longer listed as sec­ 
ond class. The change was effec­

P ostm aster 
Hays 
stated. 
Receipts during 
1943 brought 
the change in the rating of the 
local office. Gross receipts for last 
year were $47,445.79, Postm aster 
Hays stated. He pointed out that 
requirements for a first class post 
office are net receipts of more 
than $40 OOO or gross receipts of 
$44 444 44. 
Under the new rating Circle­ 
ville post office will be directly 
under the postal departm ent at 
Washington. As a second class of­ 
fice. the local departm ent was a 
part of the Cincinnati district of­ 
fice 
Since Mr. Hays assumed the 
postmaatership in 1933 the office 
has shown a steady growth in re­ 
ceipts. The increase last year was 
$7,147.99 over 1942. The 1933 re­ 
ceipts totaled $28,255.38 and if the 
last half of 1944 maintains the 
same percentage of gam as the 
first half, this year's receipts will 
be double those of 1933, Mr. Hays 
said. 
During the growth of the local 
work there has been no increase 
in personnel. Mr. Hays said. The 
work of the first class office is 
now being done by the same num­ 
ber of persons working there in 
1934. 
Postm aster H ays stated the in­ 
crease was due entirely to regular 
mall. No credit is given for air 
mail and soldiers free V-mail; 
OPA, AAA, bond sales, internal 
revenue departm ent and treasury 
departm ent mail, all of which has 
added much work to the local of­ 
fice.
